college-related data. The extra disk space has allowed us Os x @ 

to keep student network accounts active for the duration of your 

time here at Clatsop Community College. While we used to purge accounts at the end of each term, we 

now leave accounts active in our system for as long as you are registered here. Providing email service 

for each student required a new mail server as well. Servers need special care and feeding when it 

comes to electricity, so your tech fee also bought some fairly high-end uninterruptible power supplies 

(UPS) to protect our servers from power spikes, sags and outages. 


Tech fee dollars also went to network backbone improvements on campus. We upgraded the backbone 
switches that move data throughout the College late last summer. Prior to the upgrade, the entire Clat- 
sop Community College network was run over old hubs that moved data at 10 Mb/s. The new switches 
bring 100 Mb/s connections to the desktop while providing 1000 Mb/s connections between our build- 
ings. That provides for faster, more reliable transfer of data to and from network server resources. 


Now that you’re using the hardware resources that your tech fee paid for, and you have all of your 
coursework and some important email sitting out there on the network, it’s incumbent upon Computer 
Services that we safeguard your information. To that end, some of the tech fee was spent on an enter- 
prise backup solution to help protect your data. All of the information stored on our systems is backed 


up to tape every night, so you can rest assured that if you keep a copy of your latest term paper in your 
network home directory, it will be there for you when you need to turn it in! 


Throw in new computers for the business office staff and many faculty members (all needed tools for 
them to provide service to you as the student body), some outside engineering hours that were needed to 
accomplish what we did this year, printers that needed to be replaced in a few offices, and you have the 
bulk of what was possible on campus thanks to the tech fee. 


If you ever have any questions about Computer Services or would like more detailed information on the 
services that we offer, please don’t hesitate to come and see us. Our offices are located in the basement 
of Towler Hall.
